Kinley was inaugurated President until 
he had his Protection Congress in session 
and the new Tariff Bill ready for con- 
sideration ef its members. 

The new bill is based to a great extent 
upon the McKinley Law, but is much more 
advantageous to the farmers than was 
that act. This is especially true with re- 
ference to the wool schedule about which 
the farmers felt great anxiety. While the 
ratea of duty named by the bill are the 
same aa those named in the McKinley Law 
a change in the classification and sched 
ules will prevent the bringing in of wools 
suitablefor clothing under the carpet-wool 
schedule as was done under the McKin- 
ley Law. This was the most unsatisfac- 
tory feature of the McKinlcyLaw: that the 
importers of wool were able to bring in 
clothing wools under fraudulent represen- 
tations at carpet-wool tates of duty. The 
new bill takes advantage of the experi- 
ence of the old one. and will shut off this 
fraudulent practice on the part of the 
wool importers, and thus make the new 
law very satisfactory to the wool produ 
cers, while its other features relative to 
farm products will entirely meet the ap 
proval of the farming community. 

Speaking of farmers and the attitude r.f 
the new Administration and Congress to- 
wards them, it is interesting to observe 
that members of Congress aic expressing 
the highest appreciation of the methods 
which the new Secretary of Agriculture 
inaugurating Is the management of 
that Department. Be is proving a happy 
combination of practical farmer and 
scientific student of intelligent agricul- 
ture. He has set on foot a system of ia- 
nuiries and experiments through which 
be bopei to greatly diversify the farm 
products of the country, and increase 
very largely the earning capacity of the 
farmers, and at the same time keep at 
home a hundred million dollars of cold 
cash which we are now sending abroad 
every year, One of bis first acts waa to 
distribute several tons of sugar-beet eeed, 
sending packages to every county in every 
where beet culture seems at all likely 
to be succeaaful. These are to be util 
izad. and the beets which

the states for analysis, thi

In Austria and Hun- 
gary, in southern Germany and in 
southern France these difficulties were 
understood and appreciated years ago, 
and agricultural banks have been 
founded there, and they have doubled 
the value of real estate, and they have 
made the peasantry and the farmers 
rich and prosperous. 

"The same thing has tiken place In 
Scotland, as many of our friends know. 
Every town In Scotland with over 1,000 
people has a branch bank of some one of 
the great banks of Edinburgh or Q lea- 
go w. A man of good character who 
wants to fit out a fishing smack or buy 
irthlng for hie farm is able to go 
there, and if hia credit is good he Is 
able to borrow money aa cheaply aa any 
merchant could. It has a double effect. 

not only giving to those neighbor- 
hoods the money that thejr actually 
teed, but it Is educating the people in 
thrift ami promptness. I have talked 
with a great many of my hanking 
frienda, who say that the whole thing 
depends upon the character of tbe peo- 
ple; that the people are apeeulatlve and 
that nothing can be done for them. 

"My impression U that if some 
thoughtful plan could be suggested It 
would be quite possible to educate aU 
" igrlcultural people of the country 
lderafland that a man who i a thrifty 
and honest and sober and prompt can

rejort pointed out what every rational 
trader ought to know— that a silver 
standard country e«h trade and com- 
pete with gold standard countries only 
nftcr paying the loss on exchange ' 
foreign trade.

Japan got tired of 
being a second rate nation and of work 
iug with second rate tools, and, aftci 
oareful Investigation, concluded to gel 
rid of free coinage ut ordinary rutioa 
which drives gold out of the country us 
fast as it cau be coined and which re- 
sults in the single silver standard, and 
to adopt the gold standard at a ratio 
with ailver which w ill permit the use of 
both metals in her trade. It Is a wise 
step. Japan is only one of four or five 
nations wlich have ndopted the gold 
standard during the last 18 months.
